of Israel for jet planes and other 
modern weapons. 
Administration

Monday that Mr. Eisenhower last 
week had decided against selling 
arm s to Israel at this time. Dulles 
took no issue with this. In response 
to questions, he indicated the situa­ 
tion is right where it has been for 
months. 
He raid the United States has 
not made any affirmative decision 
on the arm s request nor has it 
been turned down finally. 
The United States has insisted 
during this period that the Israeli 
request was under consideration 
but that this country believed, for 
the present, that an arms race 
would not contribute to peace in 
the Middle East.
